A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 . 1 1 1 , 1 . 1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
AJJ business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, ail of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record.

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials.

Additionally, claim 2 was rewritten so that it would be clear that the 
Ti02 range is greater than 0. The wording of claim 1 has been added to the specification so that the definition of (Tip) 
is clearly stated in the specification.

I copied the claim below, made a few changes, and took out the notations so that we had a clean 
version. I still think the word "degree" should be removed, based on the pages from the Schott Optical 
Filters book I faxed you. Please give me another call after you receive this so we can discuss this farther. 

1. A borosilicate glass with a composition in a percent by weight on an oxide basis, 
including: 60 - 75% Si0 2 , 10 - 15% B 2 0 3 , 5 - 15% Na 2 0, 5 - 10% K 2 0, 0.1 - 1% CaO, 0.5 - 3% BaO, > 
0 - 1.7% Ti0 2 , 0 - 0.5% Sb 2 0 3 , and normal refining agents, and having an edge wavelength X Q between 
280 nm and 325 nm and a pass range internal transmittance degree (x ip ) of greater than 98% and an 

optical density in a stop range of 1 x 10 5 with a sample thickness of 2 mm.
